Machine To Detect Gas, Then Send Signals 
By Electricity, Is Invented 


BALTIMORE—<£*)—Incidental research into the workings of cancer 
cells led to the development, of a radical new gas-detecting device with 
a myriad of possibilities in wartime and peace, g Johns Hopkins Uni­ 
versity physicist disclosed Saturday. 
The mechanism, based on long-known spectroscopic principles, was 
fashioned by Dr. A. Herman Pfund, chairman of the university depart­ 
ment of physics. It is so sensitive it can detect gas in the atmosphere 
in the proportion of one part in a million, his experiments have shown. 
-------------------------- — --------------------* 
It can be made to operate auto­ 
matically, and can transmit its sig­ 
nals long distances by electricity. 
Set up in » mine, tunnel or in­ 
dustrial plant, the device could 
warn of deadly gases in ample time 
to protect workmen. 
In wartime, 
it could be employed to warn of 
enemy gas attacks. 
The device consists of an elec­ 
trically heated coil, an absorption 
cell containing the gas or atmos­ 
phere to be tested, and sn adjacent 
cell, known as the detector, which 
measures the gas and transmits the 
information electrically to a gal­ 
vanometer.

Judgments 
Sought 
On Delinquencies 


EDINBURG—A larger number of 
judgments in suits for collection of 
delinquent taxes will probably be 
sought this year than last in Hi­ 
dalgo county, Harry Hall, special 
attorney in charge of delinquent tax 
collections, predicted Saturday. 
Only two or three such judgments 
were taken in 1939, he said. 
More than 200 suits for collection 
of overdue taxes are now on file 
in the county and citations are now 
being prepared in all of these, Hall 
reported. 
The attorney said his staffs ac­ 
tivity in the county the past year 
led to the belief that creation of a 
special installment payment plan 
for delinquent taxes was consid­ 
erably more profitable in the long 
run than a system of outright suit- 
and-judgment in most cases. 
He 
cited the collection of about $60.000 
by the installment system during 
the past year, with more than $100.- 
000 anticipated by continuation of 
such payments on contracts not yet 
completed. 
Total delinquent collections tor 
1939 were about $325,000, he said 
1 not including revenue anticipated 
on 
installment 
contracts 
which 
were signed during 1939. 
¡ 
Similar collections in Cameron 
County were about $187.000, Hall 
said by way of comparison. 
B. F. McKee, county auditor, re­ 
cently 
asked 
the 
commissioners 
court to authorize an increase in 
Hairs staff so that more work on 
delinquent tax accounts could be 
undertaken. The attorney said such 
a move would heighten the effi­ 
ciency of his work, since routine 
office duties now occupy most of 
the time of his assistants, One man 
was recently added in an effort to 
speed up work on citations in col­ 
lection suits already on file.

Eventually there may be five of 
these concrete gates on the river 
with a hydraulic dredge keeping a 
channel open to them so the water 
will flow out freely. 
Rapid Drainage 
It would be possible to remove 
35.000 second feet of water through 
these gates which is equal to the 
entire capacity of the river at 
Brownsville. 
The distribution ca­ 
nals leading from Culebrón Lake 
have a combined capacity of 3.100 
second feet which is almost five 
times the entire flow of the river 
at Rio Grande City during periods 
of shortage. 
The fertile Mexican Valley land 
ia being settled rapidly and will 
soon represent a heavy water de­ 
mand. 
Each settler over 16 years 
old is being given 30 acres. He is 
paid for clearing his own land, and 
given 300 pesos for building a 
house. 
Just to get an idea as to how the 
Mexican project would affect the 
water supply, just take a look at 
some, of the figures included in 
various records including those of 
the International Boundary Com­ 
mission. 
They show, for instance, 
that the average March diversion of 
water for use in the lower American 
Valley is 80.394 acre feet but this 
is for only three-fifths of the land. 
For all the land, the average water 
use In March might be 134,000 acre 
feet If Mexico should use again 
as much through the Retamal de­ 
velopment, this would make a total 
of 288.000 acre feet. 
Now. compare this average March 
demand for both sides of the river 
with the average flow 
at Rio 
Grande City over a period of years;

Water Inadequate 
It may be seen that only 
March. 1924 and March, 1933 
there a sufficient flow to take care 
of any such combined demand of 
288.000 acre feet It must be con­ 
sidered (hat however, that it is 
impossible to use every drop of 
water in the river and also that 
these figures were compiled before 
the Eagle Pass, Red Bluff and Ca­ 
ballo developments were completed 
on the American side of the river. 
It must be considered that there 
may be further diversions upstream 
on both sides of the river in the 
future so that there is still less likli- 
hood of tha Rio Grande supplying 
enough water to take care of normal 
demanda in March which was taken 
as an example. 
It must also be remembered that 
only 


Further Diversions 
That there may be further diver­ 
sions upstream is not a matter of 
conjecture but of fact with another 
huge Mexican project springing in­ 
to existence on the San Juan rivet, 
a tributary of the Rio Grande. El 
Azúcar dam may be completed In 
1940, surely not later than 1941, and 
this would cut off an annual dis­ 
charge of 988,000 acre feet that now 
finds ita way into the Rio Grande. 
There would be no water permitted 
to escape Into the Rio Grande be-' 
cause there is no power project con­ 
templated. 
Where power is gen­ 
erated water must be permitted to 
escape. 
The average March 
discharge 
from the San Juan into the Rio 
Grande six miles above Rio Grande 
City is 17,081 acre feet as compar­ 
ed to a maximum of 58 570. 
The 
17.061 acre feet then eould no 
longer be Included. In the average 
March average flow at Rio Grande 
City aa listed above. 
El Azúcar Dam is located about 
75 miles southwest of McAllen or 
to be more exact about 20 miles 
south of Rio Grande City. It is an 
earth and concrete itructure four 
miles long and would Impound 
water for the Irrigation of 200.000 
hectares of land or about 500,000 
acres- 
It may easily be seen, then, that 
with El. Retamal project beginning 
to suck water from the Rio Grande, 
El Azúcar dam about to be com­ 
pleted on the San Juan and with 
possibilities of additional diversions 
on the American side that conser­ 
vation of water through storage or 
other means, becomes daily a more 
imperative need for the Valley, 
particularly in periods of low rain­ 
fall in the Rio Grande watershed.

SPENDING OF 
GOVERNMENT 
MUST STOP 


Purge Taxes, Urges 
Noted Expert 


By ROGER BABSON 
WASHINGTON—The 
“Economy 
Bloc'’ in Congress deserves real 
encouragement. They are attack­ 
ing spending—America’s public en­ 
emy number one. Therefore, I want 
to expand on what I said two weeks 
ago about the urgent necessity of 
curbing spending and purging taxes 
that are stifling jobs. Any time that 
we honestly make a start, we can 
balance our budget within two years. 
Furthermore, the very process of 
budget-balancing can bring pros­ 
perity. Only through good times can 
the budget be balanced — and only 
through good times can it be balanc­ 
ed painlessly. 
Government 
expenditures 
are 
now about eight billion dollars per 
year. Of this, about one and a half 
billion go for relief. If the Admin­ 
istration were to unshackle busi­ 
ness, the relief item would drop 
to one half billion as private pay­ 
rolls mounted. 
Furthermore, 
the 
national income would rise from 
70 billions to well over 80 billions. 
Then, with the present rate of cor­ 
poration taxes, government receipts 
would increase another billion or 
more. By slashing a billion off ex­ 
penditures and tacking a billion cr 
more onto tax receipts through bet­ 
ter business and rising profits, we 
could balance the budget in two 
years! 
Put Money To Work 
Stastistics indicate that the na­ 
tional income would speedily top 
80 billions as business confidence is 
restored. This figure can be attained 
if we will do what is needed to put 
private capital back to work. A na­ 
tional income of over 80 billions 
means jobs for all who are able and 
willing to work at fair m arket 
wages. Balancing the budget and 
putting capital back to work does 
not mean a sudden slashing of farm 
aid, public works, or national de­ 
fense. It calls only for honest tax­ 
ing and financing. 
How can this “miracle’* be per­ 
formed? Read your history. In 1926. 
the government's policy was to en­ 
courage business initiative. In that 
year the surtax w as only 20 per cent. 
\ 
It reached its maximum on net in­ 
comes of 8100.000. Business men and 
investors, both big and small, had 
an incentive to invest capital and 
create jobs. Furthermore, in 1926, 
corporations * were taxed at a flat 
rate of 13 1-2 per cent Ten years 
later business’ earning >ower was 
laid low' by undistributed profits 
taxes and excessive surtaxes. Busi­ 
ness statistics show that such taxes 
dry up the sources of capital, de­ 
press industry and trade, cause un­ 
employment cut government re- 
I 
ceipts, and unbalance the budget 
Good Taxes Aid Jobs 
On the other hand, a really effi­ 
cient program of taxation, encour­ 
ages employers to enlarge their 
business and hire new workers. One 
recipe for prosperity is: Low sur­ 
tax rates, flat rates on corporate 
net income. Furthermore, business 
men should be aided by specific 
legislation. Congress is unwisely en­ 
trusting tremendous powers of dis­ 
cretion to the whims of adminis- 
£ trative agencies. Here then is a five- 
point program for prosperity and 
budget balancing:— 
1. Keep corporate tax rates where 
they are, but change today's sur­ 
tax rates. These surtax rates should 
be cut from a top figure of 75 per 
cent to 20 per cent and applied to 
incomes of $100,000 or more. The 
Federal Treasury should get more 
money from. such, rates. 
2. 
Wipe out the so-called “tax 
deterrents’’ that destroy a business 
a man't incentive to expand his ac­ 
tivities and provide more jobs. I 
understand that the Treasury De­ 
partment and the House Way* and 
Means Committee .are fully aware

What is the solution to the de­ 
linquent tax problem? 
How can the tax be prevented 
from becoming 
delinquent egain 
even if paid? 
In most communities in Comeron 
county the property is taxed by the 
following agencies: 
State of Texas 
County of Cameron 
Drainage District 
Navigation District 
School District 
City or Water District (Bond Tax 
Flat Rate) 
The total tax rate is from $6 to 
$7 on the $100 valuation. 
Most taxpayers are dependent up­ 
on the revenues from their land for 
the tax. and when the revenues art* 
insufficient for any one year to pay 
the tax, the burden of paying two 
years tax will fall on the next 
year’s crops. 
When, by reason of 
poor markets, freezes, blight or 
some other 
cause, th# revenues 
prove insufficient for several con­ 
secutive years, the owner finds him­ 
self with an amount of delinquent 
tax equal in many cases to the cash 
value of this property. 
Many owners are still endeavor­ 
ing to pay off loans, mortgages, or 
notes on their land, in addition to

their tax. 
These owners, are even 
more effected by poor markets or 
damage to the crops. 
We are dependent almost wholly 
on agriculture in Cameron county, 
and when crops are good and bring 
a good price, tax collections are 
likewise good, but the markets have 
not been good for some time, there­ 
fore we have delinquent tax in 
Cameron, county, the accumulated 
tax on many pieces of property be­ 
ing in excess of its value, or what 
it can be sold for today. 1 
It does not seem fair to reduce 
the delinquent tax when other tax­ 
payers paid the tax as it became 
due without a reduction. 
Neither 
does it seem fair to permit it to 
remain delinquent on the tax rolls 
and place the burden of taxation on 
those who do pay. 
What is the 
answer? 
Before going any further, let me 
somewhat support the action of the 
various officials whom you might 
hold responsible to some extent for 
the delinquent tax situation. 
A 
moratorium enacted by the legis­ 
lature in 1930 was re-enacted each 
year until July of 1935. 
Collector Sends Notice 
The Joint Tax Suit law did not 
go into effect until May of 1937. The 
old law by which each district sued 
independent of the others found 
tax suits resulted only in judgments, 
as it would have been necessary to 
sell the property with all of the 
other constituting liens still against 
it.

FSA May Allot Fund 
To Aid Farmers 


EDINBURG—The Farm Security 
Administration may allot a fund 
of $25,000 to Hidalgo county for use 
In assisting small farm home own­ 
ers, County Judge Oliver C. Aldrich 
was informed Saturday by C. W. 
Weston of Dallas, district supervisor 
for the federal agency. 
The loans would have a limit of 
$1,000 per borrower and would be 
designed principally to save such 
homes for the owners from fore­ 
closure, to redeem them after fore­ 
closure. or otherwise aid the owners 
in preventing such losses through 
various types of litigation. 
The money would be loaned at 
three per cent interest, payable 
over a long period of time so that 
installments would be small. 
Weston 
indicated no date 
on 
which the program might go into 
effect, but told Judge Aldrich he 
would return soon for additional 
conferences. Whether similar plans 
are being considered for other Val­ 
ley conn.ties was not reevaled. 
“The program will call for some 
type of county co-operation.” said 
Judge Aldrich, “but I do not know 
exactly what this will be. 
Of 
course we will make every effort 
to see the money become available. 
I feel sure there is a considerable 
number of persons who would be 
aided by such loans, mainly in the 
drylands section.” 
Weston did not explain tjie fed­ 
eral. bureau’s method, of arriving at 
the $25,000 total for the county, but 
Judge Aldrich said he presumed it 
was fixed on a basis of population 
or farm residences.

are erected. Judge Aldrich said he 
feared it would take considerable 
time to m eet w ith officials of all 
companies which own the leases 
and secure their agreem ent! for 
lease subordination. 
The oil lease problem is only one 
of several obstacles standing in the 
way of IBC work in several sec­ 
tions of the county., the judge said. 
A m ajor hindrance i* obtaining 
necessary rights-of-way from non­ 
resident owners of land in the 
county. 
Judge Aldrich will leave 
next week, probably Tuesday, on an, ¡ 
upstate trip on which he will meet 
with a num ber of such owners in 
an effort to secure necessary rights- 
of-way. 
He plans to visit two owners at 
Austin, one at Victoria, three at 
Houston, one at Arlington, four at 
Dallas, three at Fort W orth, one at 
San Antonio and one at Waco.

the judge said, “the rights-of-way 
are not difficult to obtain once we 
have had a 
personal, conference 
with the owner.

From 'the Sporting News: 
One of the suggestions advanced 
by Commissioner Landis in his plan 
for 'the advancement and 'recon­ 
struction of the game, which appeals 
to Warren Brown of the Chicago 
Herald.-American., is the proposal 
relating to the schools. 
“For a great many years we have 
been, trying to convince the oper­ 
ators of the two major leagues that 
there are two fields which might be 
productive of much baseball mater­ 
ial," 
writes 
Brown, “but which 
haven’t been given much attention, 
either by the field owners them­ 
selves or particularly by Organized 
Ball. These are the colleges and the 
high schools of the country.

HARLINGEN — Election of a 
nominating committee and a papei 
on annuals by Mrs. E- H. Haire 
were hightlights of the meeting of 
the Harlingen Garden Club Thurs­ 
day at the Woman's Building. A 
large attendance of members was 
present and one visitor. Miss Jean­ 
ette Hines, guest of Mrs. J. R. War­ 
ner.Chosen to nominate officers who 
will be voted upon at the next 
meeting are Mrs. C. D. Hanson, Mrs 
Joe Junkin, and Mrs. N. B. Lack­ 
land. 
Mrs. H- E. Day reported a very 
satisfactory return to the club from 
the ticket sales to the Jack Lamb 
picture show and lecture. 
Among the wealth of interesting 
information in Mrs. Haire’s dis­ 
cussion, she brought home the im­ 
portance of obtaining the best seed 
possible and that such assurance is 
most reliable when dealing with a 
well-known, established firm. 
To prolong the blooming period of 
an annual, she went on, pick the 
flowers before or immediately after 
they fade, to conserve the energy of 
the plant. 
Hardy annuals that withstand a 
light frost and which may be start- ! 
ed in the fall include candytuft 
larkspur, sweetpeas, m a, r i g o 1 d s, 
calendulas, phlox, petunias, snvD* 
dragons. nasturitiums. lupines, pop­ 
pies, a nd blu ebon nets . 
“The seeds of hardy annuals sown 
in early spring should be planted in 
well prepared loamy soil into which 
well rotted manure has been spad­ 
ed the preceding fall. The surface 
soil should be light and fine. Ex­ 
cepting possibly bonemeal, no com­ 
mercial fertilizer should be used in 
this seed bed. 
"Annuals of which seed may be 
sown in early spring include those 
already mentioned and sea bu osa, 
di an thus, baby breath, zinnias, etc. 
Some annuals resent transplanting 
and if possible seed should be sown 
in the spot in which they are to 
grow. Among these are poppies, 
lupine, and sweetpeas.” 
Mrs. Haire gave instructions for 
sowing very fine seeds and said 
half-hardy plants that profit by an 
early start are Chinese delphinium, 
pansy, phlox, and snapdragon. 
Tender annuals, also started in 
boxes or pots of sifted garden loam 
humus, and sand, should be trans­ 
planted into another box as soon 
as several true leaves have appear­ 
ed.Mrs- Haire discussed in detail 
planting to obtain color harmony 
and to express individuality, nam­ 
ing varieties that combine well as 
to color and soil, and types desir­ 
able for cutting as well as mass 
planting. She concluded her de­ 
lightful and informative talk with 
a poem, on bluebonnets com,posed 
by Judd Mortimer Lewis.

W omen with oily skin sometimes find their skin peel­ 
ing. 
Too much wind, sun or hard w ater may often cause 
this dry condition. 
Two things have to be remembered. 
If your skin is

long any regular treatm ent 
But 
if your skin ia temporarily dry 
enough to scale, you have to halt 
more or less in midstream and do 
something about the dryness, even 
if you omit the oily treatment for 
a time. 
It is easy enough to be 
your own judge- 
Lubrication is the prime essential 
for edging dry skin toward normal. 
If you are at home during the day 
it will be simple. 
Remember to 
apply some tissue cream at odd 
times during the day for the dry­ 
ness, 'then continue your oily treat­ 
ment at night. But if you aren't at 
home during the day. you’d better 
forego the oily treatments at night 
in favor of the tissue cream 
It is 
the harder way. but patience will 
do the trick. 
The more weather­ 
worn your complexion the longer 
the tissue cream should remain on. 
Work the cream in carefully, with 
gentle upward and outward strokes. 
A good powder base is especially 
recommended. 
If the oiliness persists after the 
dryness is overcome a drying pro­ 
cess will be necessary to clear up 
that dread result of an oily skin— 
blackheads. 
Blackheads 
can 
be 
caused by too heavy creams and 
too little astringent as well as from 
overwork or worry. 
To remove blackheads 'and White­ 
heads» heat a teaspoonful of olive 
oil over a flame. 
Pat the oil into 
the skin until it is absorbed, then 
I apply a hot towel to' steam, open 
! the pores. With tissue or soft linen 
gently remove the blackheads. 
If 
they do not come out easily, re­ 
peat the application the next night. 
Apply your cleansing cream., then 
wash with map and water and, as 
an astringent, rinse the face repeat­ 
edly with very cold water.

Just to get an idea a: to how the 


Mexican project would affect the 
water supply, just take » look at 
some of the figures included In 
various records including those of 
the International Boundary Com- 
mission. They show, for instance, 
that the average March diversion of 
•water for use in the lower American 
Valley is 80,394 acre feet but this 
is for only three-fifths of the land. 
For all the land, the average water 
use In March might be 134,000 acre 
feet. If Mexico should use again 
as much through the Retamal de- 
velopment, this would make a total 
of 288,000 acre feet.

The Rio Grande basin in recent 


years has had higher than normal 
rainfall no that this must also be 
considered in studying prospective 
supplies of water in the future. It 
is felt by some engineers that if 
the RJo Grande watershed should 
again have deficient rainfall as in 
the years of 1915-18 there might not 
be sufficient water in the river for 
developments on either side of the 
river much less both sides.

It may easily be seen, then, that 


with El Retamal project beginning

imperative need for the Valley, 
particularly in periods of low rain- 
fall in the Rio Grande watershed.

GOVERNMENT 


MUST STOP 


Purge Taxes, Urges 


Noted Expert 


By ROGER BABSON 


WASHINGTON—The 
"Economy 


Bloc" In Congress deserves real 
•ncourogemcnt They are attack- 
ing spending—America's public en- 
emy number one. Therefor*, I want 
to expand on what I said two weeks 
ngo about the urgent necessity of 
curbing spending and purging taxes 
that are stifling jobs. Any time that 
•wt honestly make « start, we can 
balance our budget within two years. 
Furthermore, the very process of 
budget-balancing can bring pros- 
perity. Only through good times can 
the budget be balanced — and only 
through good times can it be balanc- 
ed painlessly. 
Government 
expenditures 
are 


now about eight billion dollars per 
year. Of this, about one and • half 
billion go for relief. If the Admin- 
istration were to unshackle buil- 
ness, the relief item would drop 
to one half billion »» private pay- 
rolls mounted. Furthermore, the 
national income would rise from 
70 billions to well over 80 billions. 
Then, with the present rate of cor- 
poration taxes, government receipts 
would increase another billion or 
more. By slashing a billion off ex- 
penditures and lacking a billion or 
more onto tax receipts through bet- 
ter business and rising profits, we 
could balance tha budget in two 
years! 


Put Money To Work 


Stastistics indicate that tha na- 


tional Income would speedily top 
80 billions «s business confidence is 
restored. This figure can be attained 


we will do what is needed to put 


Ti-ivnto capital back to work. A na- 
tional Income of over 80 billions 
means Jobs for all who arc able and 
willing to work at fair 
market 


•wages. Balancing the budget and 
putting capital back to work does 
not mean a sudden clashing of farm 
aid, public works, or national de- 
fense. It calls only for honest tax- 
Ing and financing. 


How can this "miracle" bt per- 


formed? Read your history, In 1928, 
the government's policy was to en- 
courage business Initiative. In that 
year the surtax wns only 20 per cent. 
It reached Its maximum on net in- 
comes of $100,000. Business men and 
Investors, both big and small, had 
an Incentive to invest capital and 
create Jobs. Furthermore, in 1926. 


. corporations were taxed at a flat 


rat* of 13 1-2 per cent. Ten years 
later business1 earning ^ower was 
laid low by undistributed profits 
taxei and excessive surtaxes. Busi- 
ness statistics show that such taxes 
dry up the sources of capital, dp- 
press industry and trade, cause un- 
employment, cut government re- 
ceipts, and unbalance th« budget. 


Good Taxei Aid Jobs 


On the other hand, a really effi- 


cient program of taxation encour- 
ages employers to enlarge their 
business and hire new workers. One 
recipe for prosperity is: Low sur- 
tax rates, flat rates on corporate 
net Income. Furthermore, business 
men should b« aided by specific 
legislation. Congress Is unwisely en- 
trusting tremendous powers of dis- 
cretion to th« whims of adminis- 
trative agencies, Here then is a five- 
point program for prosperity and 
budget balancing:— 


1. Keep corporate tax rates where 


they are. but change today's sur- 
tax rates. These surtax rates should 
be cut from a top figure of 75 per 
cent to 20 per cent and applied to 
Incomes of $100.000 or more. The 
Federal Treasury should get mor 
money from such rates. 


2. 
Wipe out the so-called "tax 


•ftrrtcrrcnts" that destroy a busines: 


Vnan't Incentive to expand his ac> 
tivitiea and provide more jobs. I 
understand that the Treasury De- 
partment «nd the House Ways and 
Means Committee nre fully aware 
that certain provisions in the prescn' 
law are crippling business initiative 
The liiw shnulrt be purged of these 
needless deterrents. 


3. I have given hearty approval 


to the purposes of the Securities and 
Exchange Act. However, I favor 
amending this Act so that new issues 
under $750,0(10 will be Riven exemp- 
tion from most of the red tape that 
is so costly. The S.E.C. should be re- 
tained as the safe-guardian of hon- 
est investment interests, 
but 
it 


should avoid killing the geese which 
liiy the golden eggs. 


4. The anti-trust laws should bw 


amended so that business men will 
have 
specific standards whereby 


to Judge what is deemed monopo- 
listic and in restraint of trade. The 
Federal Trade Commission should 
be given the exclusive power to ini- 
tiate the prosecution of dishone.it 
competition. 


5. The National Labor Relations 


Act calls for amendment. This Act 
should be made to furnish 
safe- 


guards to both the individual work- 
er and the employer against group 
tyranny; and to encourage coopera- 
tion of employers and workers who 
want to develop honest labor re- 
lations. 


Halt Pyra nlrtln* Debt 


The real cause for alarm is not 


alone the sheer size of our public 
debt, but rather the tendency of 
the debt to keep on mounting to the 
skies. I see no reason why we can- 
not cope with a 45-billion-dollar 
debt, proviclinc we stop there and do 
not continue to pile fresh burdens 
on the camel's back. For seven years 
now. ve have been pyramiding the 
debt at an average rate of three 


•*r~ri!llion dollars a year. In recent 
7 years. (1938 and 1937 for instance) 


corporations had a net income of 
around eight billions, but four and 
• half billions of this were consum- 
ed by taxes. Under such circum- 
stances, how can business men be 
encouraged to expand? What are 
their incentives to provide new 
Jobs? 


Ten years ago, business needed a 


spanking; but this Is no longer true. 
Today we can risk unshackling busi- 
nesi initiative. W* have tried every

Most taxpayers are dependent up- 


on the revenues from their land for 
the tax, and when the revenues are 
insufficient for any one year to pay 
the tax, the burden of paying two 
years tax will fall on the next 
year's crops. When, by reason of 
poor markets, freezes, blight or 
some other cause, the 
revenues

These owners are even 
more effected by poor markets or 
damage to the crops. 


We are dependent almost wholly 


on agriculture in Cameron county, 
and when crops are good and bring 
a good price, tax collections are 
likewise good, but the markets have 
not been good for some time, there- 
fore we have delinquent tax in 
Cameron county, the accumulated 
tax on many pieces of property be- 
ing in excess of its value, or what 
it can be sold for today. 


It does not seem fair to reduce 


the delinquent tax when other tax- 
payers paid the tax as it became 
due without a reduction. 
Neither 


does it seem fair to permit it to 
remain delinquent on the tax rolls 
and place the burden of taxation on 
those who do pay. What is the 
answer? 


Before going any further, let me 


somewhat support the action of the 
various officials whom you might 
hold responsible to some.extent lor 
the delinquent tax situation. 
A 


moratorium enacted by the legis- 
lature in 1930 was re-enacted each 
year until July of 1933. 


Collector Sends Notice 


The Joint Tax Suit law did not 


go into effect until May of 1937. The 
old law by which each district sued 
independent of the others found 
tax suits resulted only in judgments, 
as it would have been necessary to 
sell the property with all of the 
nther constituting liens still against 
it.The duty of the tax collector ends 
with the sending out of "delin- 
quent tax notices" and turning them 
over to the attorney for suit, after 
30 days. 


Reassessment!) 


Beginning in May of 1930 the 


I county office operated under 
the 
! McKinsie opinion and reassessed 
delinquent tax where previous as- 
sessments could be deemed invalid. 
This was discontinued on December 


! 31, 1939, by 
the 
commissioners' 


court, except in cases where the 
property owner had arranged their 
payments prior to that date. Thou- 
sands of dollars in delinquent taxes 
were cleared from our rolls during 
this period. 


As the penalty and interest that is 


added to delinquent tax lor the 
years prior to 1935 is 36 per cent, 
and the average reduction in tax 
has been about 30 per cent, the re- 
duction in principal is not so much 
as some believed. 


Tax Suits 


Under the Joint Tax Suit law, 


when one district sues for delin- 
quent tax the other districts hold- 
ing a tax lien are impleaded and 
made parties, so that the judgment 
is taken for the total tax due. The 
court adjudges the value ol the 
property 
which in many 
cases 


proves to be less than the tax. and 
the taxpayer, when he settles his 
judgment, gets his reduction. 


Approximately 8.000 acres of land 


in Cameron county, mostly small 
acreages of irrigated land, during 
ihe past year have beer, foreclosed 
and brought in some tax district 
acting as agent for the other dis- 
tricts holding tax liens. 
The law provides that with the 


consent of. the other districts the 
property may be sold for less than 
the adjudged value by the district 
acting as agent. To my knowledge 
the only sales made to individuais 
so far have been for less than the 
adjudged value. 


At the expiration of two years the 


property may be sold to the high- 
est bidder, the court costs and at- 
torney fees to be paid first and the 
balance, if any, prorated .to the tax 
districts,County Must File Suit 


The result of delinquent tax suits 


has been, and I predict will be, 
that the county and other tax dis- 
tricts will receive less tax money 
than they would if it were possible 
to make some equitable adjustment 
of the delinquent tax outside of 
court and permit the owner to pay 
a little at a time, keeping the cur- 
rent tax paid each year. 


It will, of course, be necessary to 


file suit against the disinterested 
taxpayer, the speculator, the own- 
er who expects to wait until oil 
is struck, or land values go up, be- 
fore they pay their tax. Even if 
the district is lorced to sell this 
land lor *1 an acre, it will benefit 
all taxpayers as long as the cur- 
rent tax is paid each year, 


Sales Tax 


The solution to our tax problem 


in the Lower Rio Grande Valley 
is the Sales Tax, to be levied as a 
substitute for the ad valorem tax 
now being levied lor the interest 
and sinking fund lor the bonds in 
all tax districts. When this is done 
it should be possible to exempt all 
homesteads from any ad valorem 
tax. 
Then everyone could be a 


home owner. Industries would move 
in, business would increase and 
the entire Valley would prosper.

regulations after control structures 
are erected. Judge Aldrich said he 
feared it would take considerable 
time to meet with official! of all 
companies which own the le»ses 
and secure their agreement* for 
lease subordination. 
The oil lease problem is only one 


of several obstaclei standing in the 
way of IBC work in several sec- 
tions of the county, the judge said. 


A major hindrance ii obtaining 


necessary rlghts-of-way from non- 
resident owners of land in the 
county. Judge Aldrich will leave 
next week, probably Tuesday, on tn 
upstate trip on which he will meet 
with a number of «uch owners in 
an effort to secure necessary rights- 
of-way. 
He plans to visit two'owners at 


Austin, one at Victoria, three st 
Houston, one at Arlington, four at 
Dallas, three at Fort Worth, one at 
San Antonio and one at Waco. 
"Under ordinary circumstances," 


the judge said, "the rights-of-way 
are not difficult to obtain once we 
have had a personal 
conference 


with the owner. Efforts to secure 
the releases by correspondence are, 
on the whole, futile." 


"He said prices as high as $15 


per acre h«d been paid for title to 
some sections of land needed in 
the flood control projects, but in 
many instances owners donate the 
land without cost, along with flow- 
age rights for overflow water on 
large piecei of acreage.

Little items of play which often 


are disregarded by 
the 
average 


golfer are yet important enough to 
seriously affect one's play. Con- 
sider for Instance the position of 
the ball In respect to the club- 
head at address in iron shots. 
If 


the toe of the ciubface is aligned 
with the ball exactly in front of 
it, the player is apt to discover his 
feet arc too far away at address 
to allow an 
efficient stroke. In 


reaching for the ball during the 
swing, he so disturbs the position 
of his body that all accuracy is lost. 


In addition to this fault, the toe 


being the weakest part of the club- 
face Is apt to disappoint the golfer 
as far as distance requirements go 
even if a good contact is made. 
There is also little margin left for 
error. A better performance can be 
made if the player will align the 
clubhcad with the ball near the heel 
of the club. .There is plenty of 
solid backing here to strike the 
sphere with. Furthermore the golfer 
can retain a more upright and more 
consistent position In swinging.

Hardy annuals that withstand « 


light frost and which may be start- 
ed In the fall Include candytuft, 
larkspur, sweetpeas, m a r i g o l d s , 
calendulas, phlox, petunias, snrp- 
dragons, nasturitiums, lupines, pop- 
pies, and bluebonnets. 


"The seeds of hardy annuals sown 


in early spring should be planted in 
well prepared loamy soil into which 
well rotted manure has been spad- 
ed the preceding fall. The surface 
soil should be light and tine. Ex- 
cepting possibly bonemeal, no com- 
mercial fertilizer should be used in 
this seed bed. 


"Annuals ot which seed may be 


sown in early spring include those 
already mentioned and scabiosa, 
dianthus,'baby breath, zinnias, etc. 
Some -annuals resent transplanting 
and if possible seed should be lown 
in the spot in which they are to 
grow. 
Among these are poppies, 


lupine, and sweetpeas." 


Mrs. Haire gave instructions for 


sowing very fine seeds and said 
half-hardy plants that profit by an 
early start are Chinese delphinium, 
pansy, phlox, and snapdragon. 


•Tender annuals, also started In , 


boxes or pots of sifted garden loam, | 
humus, and sand, should be, trans- 
planted into another box as soon 
as several true leaves have appear- 
ed. 


Mrs. Haire discussed in detail

Lubrication'is the prime essential 


for edging dry skin toward normal. 
If you are at home during the.day 
it will be simple. 
Remember' to 


apply some tissue cream at odd 
times during the day for the dry- 
ness, then continue your oily treat- 
ment at night. But if you aren't at 
home during the day, you'd better 
forego the oily treatments at night 
in favor of the tissue cream. It is 
the harder way, but patience will 
do the trick. 
The more weather- 


worn your complexion the longer 
the tissue cream should remain on, 
Work the cream in carefully, with 
gentle upward and outward strokes. 
A good powder base is especially 
recommended. 


If the osliness persists after the 


dryness is overcome a drying pro- 
cess will be necessary to clear up 
that dread result of an oily skin— 
blackheads.
